Washington, Slay 30. — Interest t. 


he Philippine debate is increasing as 
he discussion draws to a close. Mr. 
x>dge (Mass.), in charge of tbe bill. 
jffered on behalf, of the committee 
everal amendments to the measure, 
be most important being one extenri- 
ng to the Philippines the provis- 
on of the bill of. rights of the consti- 
ution of the United States, excepting 
nly the right to bear arras and the 
ight to a trial by jury. Ail ot tlie 
amendments were agreed to. Mr. 
Morgan (Ala.) delivered an extended 
speech, in which be supported, in the 
main, the bill as presented by the* 
committee. Ho said it looked toward 
peace and toward a just and peaceful 
government in tbe islands. 
Some 


changes were necessary, in his opin- 
ion, but these fie thought .would be 
made. He declared that there never 
had been a pretense of organized Fili- 
pino government in the islands, and 
said had Dewey recognixetl Asuinal- 
do's claims, he would have given aid 
and comfort to tbe declared enemies 
of tbe'United States... .He took .sharply 
to task those in and out of the senat« 
who had extolled -Asuiiia-Jdo, and: as- 
serted that the Filipinos were- not 
fighting for liberty, but simply as iho 
savage tools of the Hongkong junta. 


Mr. Clay t.Ga.) opposed the pending 


measure 
in a 
carefully 
prepared 


speech. He regarded the action of thy 
United, States since the ratification of. 
the treaty of Paris as a great mistake, 
and urged that this government ought 
to declare its purposes in the Philip- 
pines. Such action, in his opinion, 
would put an end to the trouble in 
the islands. He maintained that the 
bill ought not to be passed, as it would 
confer greater power on tiie Philip- 
pine commission than ever had been 
possessed by Mn.y; or potentate. 


Mr, Spooner (Wis.) began a speech 


in support of the bill and the- admin- 
istration's policy in the Philipiriara. 
which is to conclude general debate 
on the measure on the Komiblican 
side. He reviewed the situation in 
the islands, and said the responsibility 
for it rested not on only one party, 
but on all alike. It appeared strange. 
to him that a measure intended to 
exalt civil government and to subordi- 
nate the military power should create 
such adverse criticism; ancf he de- 
clared that oh tlie Democratic aide 
nothing had been heard but pessi- 
mism, the gospel of despair, suspicion, 
distrust and imputation of tbe mo- 
Lives of the Republican senators. 


Subsidiary Coinage Bid. 


Washington, May 30.—The 
house 


passed the bl'l to Increase the sub- 
sidiary silver coinage. The Democrats 
directed their fight chiefly against the 
provision to recoin the standard silver 
dollars into subsidiary coin as public 
necessities might-require. The test ot 
the subsidiary coinage bill is as fol- 
ows: '"That the secretary of the treas- 
ury is hereby authorized to coin the 
silver, bullion in the traass:y pur- 
chased under the act of Jaly 14, 3890, 


such deaominatious of subsidiary 


Ellver coin as he may deem necessary 
to meet public requirements, and 
.hereafter, as public necessities may 
demand, to recoin silver dollars into 
subsidiary coin: and so much of any 
act as fixes a limit to the aggregate 
of subsidiary silver coin outstanding,. 
and so much of any act as directs the 
coinage of any portion of the bullion 
purchased under the act of July 15, 
±830, into standard silver dollars, is 
hereby repealed."
